power to jeopardize. our ground 
traops; or 2, If the Chinese attacked 

any U.N. ships. or installations out-

But MacArthur was given a fur- 
ther directive that before he could 
do any bombing in either of the 
above categories he must first con- 
sult the joint chiefs.
